It crashed across the street, 
blocking the highway for an hour 
and a half and bringing down with j 
It electric power lines, a transformer 
and a pole 
Lights (tut 
Three state highway workmen and t 
six National Park employes had the t 
highway cleared in an hour and a 
half, but ll was nearly 6 o ’clock be­ 
fore electric service was restored. 
The southern section of town was 
affected by the break while damage 
to the power lines west of the Sem ­ 
inary buildings and on Buford ave­ 
nue put street lights out of service 
in the northern and western parts j 
of the town early in the evening.

light line pole was snapped off near 
the Seminary building 
Service along the Harrisburg road 
was interrupted for about an hour 
on Tuesday afternoon when power

Bout telephone and light company 
officials said that the rains of the 
last few days softened the ground 
to such an extent that the high 
winds brought a greater toll among 
the poles than m ight be expected 
under average conditions.

know the picture—head held high, 
hips flat, abdomen in. feet placed 
firmly and well apart with toes 
straight ahead.

way, breathing deep, brushes away 
cobwebs. 
The am ount and kind of exer­ 
cise* needed varies with Individuals.
